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Health Talks

A few days ago, writes a reader, 
our son was badly scared by a huge 
and vicious police dog. The dog came 
running at him, barking loudly and 
continuously until he brushed against 
the boy. The dog did not bite the 
child, but just scared him blue. The 
child cried bitterly for some time be- 
fore he eould be calmed.

He spots them a block 
away and immediately starts erying.

This is really his first scare 
and ours also.- What method would 
you suggest to overcome his great 
fear?

to 12c decline. 

More than 2c a bushel drop in 
wheat values took place trom tle 
day's top level. Closing prices were 
at virtually the bottom figures reach- 


ed. Observers differed as to whether 
the action of the stock market today 
or the bearish sentiment resulting 
from discussion of the grain market 


vutlook by a leading opeyator was 
chiefly responsible. Earlier the en- 


tire list of grain prices here had been 
showing an upward trend, helped by 
advices that trans-Atlantic wheat im- 
port needs have been seriously under- 
estimated. 

Selling pressure broadened out rap- 
idly, however, on the price upturns in 
the wheat market. Meunwhile, export 
demand fof North-American wheat 


upparently came to a standstill, al-

NEW YORK SUN. 


The volume of trading ou the stock ex- 
change today was the largest since March 3, 
1926, and was only 300,000 shares below 
the record. Prices opened a little under 
the previous finals. moved up, then sank 


during the rest of the morning. By nvon 


nearly all of the best known tnvestment 
issues had lost 2 or 3 points, while at least 
two stocks had been set back more than 10 
points. A recovery set in early in the after- 
noon, which balved most of the losses, Dut 


another selling wave near the close brought 
some prices back almost to the day's lows. 


No real break developed in the standard 
stocks. The market’s early weakness vas 
undoubtedly due chiefly to the stock ex- 


change’s December report on brokerage loans. 


The increase of 341,000,000 which — this 
showed made many traders ready to unload 
stocks at the first sign of a reaction. Sup- 
port was ufforded, however, by a further 


decline in the call money rate from 4} to 4 


per cent and the recovery began a few min- 
utes after the change was made. Late in 
the afternoov the supply was so abundant 
that outside loans were being placed at 3j 
per cent. 

Selling was evenly distributed and the 
standard leaders of various groups uearly all 


declined hetween 14 and 3 points. In this

WALL STREET JOURNAL. 
Pretext for a technical reaction was @gf- 
forded today in the December loan figures of 
the stock exchange members, 


Bearish professionals argued that this sub- 
stantial expansion indicated public partici- 
pation in speculative activities had reached 
excessive proportions. Demaud for stocks 
in the loan crowd was extremely light. which 
was also taken to mean that the market 
structure had been wenkened by recent se- 
vere punishmeat administered to the shorts. 

Operating on this theory the bear crowd 
launched an agyressive drive on the prin- 
cipal trading stocks. Substantial! recessions 
were forved in Steel, General Motors and 
other leaders, while perpendicular drops oc- 
curred in specialties with a thin markef, 
like Greene Cananae and Midland Steel Pro- 
ducts preferred. Stop loss orders were caught 
in large numbers by these severe declines 
and trading mounted to huge proportions. At 
one time the tape was nearly 30 minntes 
behind the market and floor brokers were 
swamped with business. 

However, the market developed a somewhat 
steadier tone in the early afternvon, follow- 
ing @ reduction in call money to 4 per cent 
from the renewal charge of 44 per cent. Re- 
coveries of 1 to 3 points from the day's lows 
took place in pivotal stocks but the general 
list moved with considerable uncertainty 
through the Jast bour. 

FENNER & BEANE. 

Another spectacular market with record 
rolume about 3.000,000 shares accompanied 
by feverish price movements, contributed 
further unsettlement to the speculative situ- 
ation today. Just after the opening gong 
another wide open break occurred in Greene 
Cananea, slaughtering scores of thinly mar- 
gined speculative accounts and bringing 
about liquidation in other parts of the mar- 
ket. A timely reduction to 4 per cent in 
the call money rate, while it had been fully 
expected, acted as a brake on the selling 
movement and when concentrated buying ap- 
peared in several of the leading industrials, 
the whole market steadied and remained 
within a comparatively uarrow price range 
but extremely active the rest of the day. 
To our mind the most important feature of 
current trading is the large volume, because 
it indicates a market difference Of opinion 
which each side trying to check the other's 
movements. 

Floor operators who have a reputation for 
heing more nimble than the ordinary trader 
were reported heavy sellers of long stocks 
yesterday, which put them in the position 
of sold-out bulls hoping for a setback, and 
when floor traders hope for anything they 
nsually set to work vigorously to turn it 
into a fact. So far there is no indication 
of deliberate bear raiding but this will no 
doubt occur when prices have recovered 
sufficiently from their low levels to offer 
# favorable selling opportunity. Undoubtedly 
tnday'’s reaction has increased the cantionary 
feelings evorywhere and such an attitude is 
not at all unwarranted.
